lo  provide  hetter  teachers  for  the  schools  was  also  an  urscnt 
necessity.  Ontario  was  lajfgiiig  beliind  other  communities  in  this 
resiKct,  I:  other  countries  the  universities  are  being  utilized  for  the 
training  of  the  highest  grade  of  teachers.  .\  more  liberal  salary  scale 
also  lends  to  retain  in  the  profession  the  services  of  the  best  (pialified. 
In  this  I'nivmce  not  only  were  many  of  the  most  accomiilished  teachers 
leaving  the  profession  with  advantage  to  themselves;  not  only  were 
many  rural  schools  being  conducted  by  young  girls  and  youths  without 
any  jirofessional  training  at  all.  and  holding  temporary  certiticatcs,  but 
the  .schools  were  falling  under  the  control  of  juvenile  instructors,  with 
rhird  ('lass  certificates,  who  had  taken  up  teaching  as  a  stepping-stone 
to  other  occupations.  This  critical  situation  had  been  developing  for 
years,  with  the  knowledge  of  all  concerned,  and  no  means  had  been 
adopted  to  check  it. 

The  .Minister  of  Education  decid-d,  in  the  first  place,  to  transfer 
llie  training  of  first  class  teachers  and  iligh  School  assistants  to  the 
I'rovincial  L'nivcrsity  where  a  Faculty  of  Education  was  organized 
and  the  extensive  equipment  of  a  modern  university  was  utilized  for 
the  benefit  of  the  profession.  Aid  was  also  given  to  enable  Oucen's 
1  'niversity  to  establish  a  similar  Faculty. 

I'or  Normal  trained  teachers,  it  was  resolved  to  erect  four  new 
Xormal  Schools  at  convenient  points  in  the  Province,  in  addition  to 
those  alrea.Iy  existing  in  Toronto.  London,  and  Ottawa.  The  places 
silected  were  Hamilton,  Stratford.  Peterborough,  and  \orth  Bay,  and 
these  schools  will  be  opened  in  September,  19n,=i.  They  are  being

Another  vital  element  in  the  reform  of  prufessiuual  eilueation  is 
the  revision  in  the  course  of  study  at  the  Xoriiiul  Scho.jls.  llie 
.Normal  course  now  incIulle^  both  professional  and  aeailemie  ill^trut- 
tion.  -Not  only  is  the  instruttion  designed  to  train  teachers  in  the 
tlieur>  and  an  of  conducting  the  schools,  but  it  also  has  in  view  the 
enluuicinfj  of  their  general  culture  and  their  ability  to  prepare  pupils  in 
tile  subjects  laid  down  in  the  prograiiinie  of  studies.  The  Xorinal 
course,  therefore,  now  includes  instruction  in  language  and  composi- 
tion, in  reading,  spelling,  grammar,  geography,  mathematics,  writing, 
and  other  subjects  which  are  the  basis  of  a  useful  primary  education. 
Critics  of  our  schools  tr.ice  to  neglect  of  sound  methods  of  teaching 
such  subjects  as  these  much  of  the  unsuccess  of  |nipils  in  later  life.  .\ 
review  of  llie  academic  course  in  the  Xormal  Schools  will  semi  forth 
kacliers  well  tittcil  to  eradicate  the  defects  complained  of  in  the  schools. 
Increased  attention  is  als.i  luiug  given  in  the  Xormal  course  to  ele- 
mentary science,  art  work,  elc.  .s,,  that  the  (|iialilicatioiis  of  leaclier- 
possessing  Second  Class  certificates  may  ensure  their  abililv  t..  impart 
an  education  of  jiractical  henetit  to  the  pupils  uinler  their  cli.irge. 

A  c  implete  reform  in  model  school  traiiiin.g.  too,  is  being  elfecled. 
The  eli'ort  to  substitute  Xormal  for  Model  School  training,  as  far  as 
jiossible.  is  now  under  wa>.  I'lie  Government  will  assume  the  linau- 
cial  supiKirt  and  control  of  the  model  schools  as  far  as  the  professional 
training  is  concerned,  appointing  the  necessary  teachers  and  paying 
them  liberally  lor  this  part  of  their  duties,  and  retaining  in  existence 
only  such  Model  Schools  as  are  neeiled  to  supply  enough  teachers  with 
Ihird  Class  certilicates  required  in  iIk.sc  portions  of  the  Province  un- 
able to  pa\'  the  salaries  due  to  teachers  with  the  higher  training.  These 
Third  Class  certilicates,  of  higher  grade  than  the  present  District  certi- 
ficates, will  replace  the  District  certificates  now  in  v.igne.  and  these,  as 
well  as  all  other  certificates,  will  be  issued  by  the  Minister  of  laltica- 
tion.  wlio  will  thus  control  and  siqiervise  the  professional  standing  of 
all  the  teachers  in  the  I'rovince. 


FREE  TUITION  FOR  TEACHERS  IN  TRAINING 

Thefei'  of  s:.  in  the  .Model  Schools  and  the  fee  of  ,Slii  in  the 
Xormal  Schools  has  been  abolished,  thus  sensibly  diminishing  the  cost 
of  professional  training  to  the  teacher.  If,  moreover,  the  resources  of 
the  Province  justify  the  step,  a  residence  will  be  provided  in  connection 
with  each  Xormal  School,  where  the  students  can  get  cheaji  hoard  and 
lodging  and  where  tlieir  manners  and  conduct  will  be  card  for.

Hand  in  Land  with  this  development  of  Contlruation  anil  Fifth 
Cl.ass  work  goes  the  polic\-  of  pro\-iding  special  training  for  Xormai 
School  teachers  in  elementtiry  agriculture  and  horticulture  tind  in 
workshop  training.  Specitil  three  months'  courses  for  this  purpose 
tire  heing  arranged  at  the  Ontario  .\grieiiltural  College,  Guelph. 

Tearhers  who  ha ,  e  entered  the  Xormai  Schools  with  Model 
School  training  .md  at  least  one  year's  leaching  experience,  tind  who 
can  pass  by  the  beginning  of  April  the  fintil  examinations  of  the 
Xormai  School  will  he  afforded  the  opportunit_\-  of  further  improving 
their  qualifications  by  attending  the  special  courses.  As  a  special 
inducement,  tl-.eir  travelling  expense.!  to  and  from  the  Ontario  -Agri- 
cultunil  College  and  their  tuition  and  board  there  will  be  paid  b\- 
the  (iovcniment.  This  reform  is  intended  to  supply  to  rural  centres 
teachers  who  are  competent  to  interest  hoys  and  girls  in  countrv  life 
and  lo  impart  a  kind  of  instruction  useful  to  them  in  the  work  of  the 
farm  or  the  lesser  industrial  oet-upations.  The  country  bo  has  as 
iTiiiefcasihle  a  right  to  the  be^,t  ■■ducalion  as  the  town  boy.  Xo 
barrier  should  be  placed  in  his  w.r,-  if  his  parents  design  him  for  a 


professional  career  or  for  city  life.  But  if  lie  elci'ts  to  remain  at 
home  anil  to  timl  prosperity  ami  happiness  m  farmini;  and  .lairvinj;. 
his  schooHnij  shouhl  lit  him  for  sueli  an  exislnne.  \o  .leparlnre  in 
the  reeonstitulion  of  our  proj;ranime  of  stuilies  is  more  far  re.uliinj,' 
than  this,  am!  that  it  is  not  an  empty  promise  ihe  flovernm.'nt  has 
alrea'lv  tlemonslraled  hy  the  cstahlishment  of  sueecssful  a.iirieul- 
tural  ilepartments  in  six  of  the  lliuli  Sehools  of  the  Province, 

AGRICULTURAL  TRAINING  IN  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 


Tile  ireation  of  an  .\},'rii  iiltural  DeparlnieiU  in  llii;h  Sclior,! 
work  i-,  ia  strict  aceonl  with  the  requirements  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  In  the  special  courses  now  provided  is  the  1,'crin  rif  a  ^reat 
system  of  technical  education  for  an  agricultural  jiopulation.  Our 
Province  is  remarkahle  on  the  continent  as  an  agricultural  region. 
In  quality  ami  yield,  its  crops  are  f;imous,  Ontario  is  speeiallv 
adajited  for  scientific  farmrig.  The  I.est  financial  results  are 
securerl  only  from  what  is  generally  known  as  mixed  fanning  l.y 
expert  l.:nowled,ge  applied  to  dairying,  stock-raising,  fruit  .growing, 
poultry  keeping,  etc.  m  all  of  which  specialization  is  neces,sarv. 
Without  a  pi.,ctical  application  of  the  latest  methods,  our  rural 
population  is  handicapped.  From  the  nature  of  things,  not  all 
farmers'  sons  can  go  to  the  Agricultural  College  at  Ouelph,  The 
Government,  therefore,  recognizes  the  imponanec  of  jiroviding,  at 
convenient  centres,  courses  of  instruclion  in  agriculture  ami  horti- 
culture. .U  present  these  courses  have  been  established  in  the 
Collegiate  Institutes  of  Gall,  ColHn,gwood.  Morri.slnirg,  Perth,  Lind- 
say, and  the  Essex  High  .School.  For  pupils  taking  the  ordin,-irv 
High  School  course  there  is  two  years'  instruction  in  field  husb.iml 
animal  husbandry,  dairy  husbandry,  poultry,  horticulture  forest 
agricultural  botany,  agricultural  physics,  agricultural  chemislrv  and 
entomology.  Provision  is  made  for  short  courses  of  the  most  prac- 
tical kind  for  short-term  students  who  can  only  leave  the  farm  iluring 
brief  periods.  The  teachers  selected  for  these  departments  are  gradu- 
ates of  the  Ontario  .Vgricultural  College,  holding  the  degree  of  U.S,.\, 
This  ensures  their  academic  fitness  and  scientific  attainments.  Sums 
sufficient  to  pa>-  the  salaries  of  these  teachers  are  voted  by  the  Gov- 
ernment,    The  amount  for  lOO.S  is  S(l,(i()0. 

This  forward  step  in  agricultural  education  for  High  Schools, 
together  with  the  efforts  on  foot  to  provide  teachers  possessing  ide- 
mentary  knowledge  of  agriculture  and  horticulture  for  the  public 
schools,  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important  reforms  ever  under- 
taken by  a  government.

THE  PROVINCIAL  UNIVERSITY  GENEROUSLY  AIDED. 


The  L"ni\'ersit\-  of  Toronto  is  the  prM|)e;-i\-  of  the  people  of  the 
Province  and  its  welf.ire  is  their  eoneern.  As  a  State  institution  it 
was  entitled  to  aile(|uate  supjiort  from  tiu'  i.e^jislafure.  just  as  similar 
universities  in  various  p.irt.s  of  the  United  Slates  were  developed  and 
strengthonoil  by  the  enterprising,;  jiolii-y  jmrsued  in  thtit  republic. 
The  eiilijjluencd  .generosity  of  Miehi.gan,  of  Minnesot,;,  of  Wisconsin, 
and  of  Illinois  resulted  in  plticing  the  universities  there  in  a  position 
to  imptirt  higher  training  in  the  libci.il  arts  and  l!-,e  scieiucs  to  ;dl 
who  required  it.  Tho.se  institulions  are  sirongl-,'  snojiorted  by  the 
people  at  largo  and  by  no  class  more  encrgelically  than  by  tiu-  agricul- 
tural comnn;nit\-. 

When  Mr.  Wliitney  .-ind  his  colleagues  were  in  oiijiosition  i  hcv 
urged  ill  the  l.e,gislaturc  that  Ontario  should  imitate  tlie  sagacious 
Jiolicy  successfully  pursued  elsewhere.  They  ol'fered  lo  drop  all 
party  considenaions  where  the  Provincial  Universit\-  was  concerned 
and  lo  co-opiTate  with  the  Ministers  of  that  dtiv  in  anv  measures 
caleulateil  to  ]iromotc  its  cHicicncy  and  tiugment  its  revenues  Thev 
argued  th.-it  the  i'rovincial  University  was  founded  and  eiiih wed  by 
tile  Stale;  th.-ii  its  right  to  be  iTlaintaincd  was  incontesttdde ;  tinil  th.at 
the  Province  wouhl  advance  its  own  vital  interests  bv  enabling  .- , 
important  an  institution  to  keep  jrace  with  the  times.  It  was  ijointeo 
out  tha'  a  policy  which  forced  Canadian  youths  to  go  abroad  for 
irainirr;  which  thry  ou,ght  to  gel  al  h.itnc  was  sllortsighte.l  and 
illiberal.       T'le  oiler  was  not  accepted.

It  is  cliurj^cd  tliat  tiic  Ministi-r  ol  lvluc;itii)n  ami  lii>  iVpmy  and  the 
Supcriiil^iKliiit  are  ni>t  rmaliluwl  for  the  work  of  adniini.-ttrinf^  tlie 
schnol  sy^tfiii.  ill  parlicular.  tliat  they  lack  knowlcdj^c  of  tlio  I'ubHc 
Sclioiils.  The  facl?>  ri'fute  ihi,'  charj^c.  The  pri'sctu  .MiiiislL-r  of  Luki- 
caiion.  lion.  k.  A.  l\nc.  .M.U..  IA..U..  has  devotod  most  nf  his  life  to 
t-diuatiMiial  nialtcrs.  1  le  was  educated  in  the  I'tihlic  and  1  li^di  Schools 
of  <  hilarid  and  received  his  dej^nee.-  of  MM.  and  M.I>.  from  the  L'ni- 
ver.-'il^  of  ji'runlo.  He  was  ehainnan  of  the  I'ubhc  School  lioard  of 
Toronto  p'l  ^iveral  \ears.  and  uas  later  a  member  of  the  lli^Ii  School 
Hoard.  Ill  hi-  pn^le^sional  career  he  acquired  an  intimate  kno\vlcdj;e 
of  the  <j!ie-.[ioii-,  jfurtin--  the  health  and  trainin^^  of  the  jieojile  as  an 
as>i>lani  -uri^voii  in  \\k-  Toroiito  i  ieneral  Hospital:  as  a  nuiiiher  of  the 
first  Koard  oi"  ileallh  of  ■r))ronto;  and  as  a  member  of  the  medical  staff 
uf  the  Tor.'iilo  A'-'.hnn.  I'or  twenty -seven  years  he  w:i-  Re;-;istrar  and 
Secretary  of  the  (  olk-f  ol  I'liysiciais  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  dur- 
ing' llial  period  f( inducting  the  t.'olle.je  examinations  as  well  as  being 
associated  with  the  preliminary  examinations.  He  tluis  gained  a  coni- 
pklc  insight  into  the  working  of  the  examination  system.  In  respect 
to  puldic  libraries,  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  .Minister  of  Indu- 
ration, he  became  familiar  with  that  work  as  a  inenil)er  of  the  ronmlo 
Public  IJbrary  floard,  and  was  its  chairman  for  several  years.  I-'ew 
public  men  liave  heeii  so  long  in  close  perso"-'  contact  with  the  \arions 
subjects  dealt  with  by  the  l)e])artment  oi  l^.aication. 

The  Deputy  Minister  of  Education,  A.  H.  U.  Colquhoun,  il.A., 
LL.1>.,  was  tilucated  in  the  Ontario  J'ublic  Schools,  and  in  the  I'ro- 
lesiant  I'tiblic  Schools  and  High  School  of  Montreal.  On  completing 
his  school  course,  he  was  awarded  the  High  School  medal  for  general 
])roliciinc\  and  the  tiovernor-tk'neral's  medal  for  English  and  Cana- 
dian history.  He  is  a  Ij.A.  of  McGill  I'niversity.  having  graduated 
with  first  class  honors  in  the  English  language,  literature  and  history 
course,  and  was  awarded  the  Shakespeare  gold  medal  for  the  highest 
marks  in  these  subjects,  joining  the  press,  he  was  for  iwenty-five 
ye-'.rs  a  writer  of  recognized  authority  <m  educational  and  other  public 
fjue^tions  in  Ontario.  He  divided  with  Mr.  William  Houston.  M.  V., 
the  prize  awarded  in  ]IIO:{  by  (Jneen's  L'niversity  for  the  best  essay  on 
rniver>ine>  and  Journalism.  He  was  a  member  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Royal  Commission  of  1!*'I-""j  to  enquire  into  I'niversity  education  at 
home  and  abroad  and  to  recommend  a  new  scheme  of  administration 
for  the  Provincial  University.  This  report  was  the  basis  of  tlie  new 
Cniver>ity  Act.  He  received  the  degree  of  1.I..1).  from  the  Cniversit\ 
of  Toronto.

Schools.  He  was  for  nine  years  a  nieinbcr  of  tlu'  l•|liver.it^  sen  ite 
and  has  taken  a  leading  part  in  the  rcorf;aiiiz,uioii  of  boil,  priiinn  uid 
secondary  education,  lie  is  the  author  of  several  iniporlam  reports 
on  education,  iiieludin.tf  one  on  technical  education. 

-THE  SCHOOLS    IN  NEW    ONTARIO 

The  i>resent  .Minister  of  Education  has  fr,,in  the  tlrst  exhibited 
special  interest  in  the  scIi.k.Is  of  the  nortlieri,  districts,  and  has  taken 
vigorous  measures  to  strengthen  aii,l  develop  them.  In  this  policy  lie 
has  had  the  constant  assistance  ami  advice  „{  the  ll.m.  IVank  Lochrane 
the  .Minister  of  Land.,  and  .Mines,  whose  intimate  knowled..e  of  thJ 
north  country  and  whose  deep  concern  in  its  welfare  Ik  ve  been 
invaluable. 

.At  the  outset  the  (.overnmcnt  decided,  in  dealing  with  \ew  On- 
tario, p.  re.^ard  the  educational  problem  there  as  dillerent  in  s,„ne  of 
Its  essential  teatures  from  the  same  problem  in  the  older  and  more 
thickly  settled  portions  of  the  i'rovince.  Ivxceptional  measures  there- 
lore,  were  deeme,l  advisable,  both  in  respect  U.  the  amount  of  iiionev 
to  be  given  and  the  method  of  distributing  it.  llie  M  ini.ter  has  twice 
siiminoiie.l  the  Inspectors  from  the  districts  to  a  conference  in  Toronto, 
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.•111(1  lias  ilr.-iun  iip<.ir  tliv  iiil'r)iiii:ili..n  piissfsseil  In  tliew-  nlVKiiils  n^siK-rl- 
111),'  the  schools  umiIlt  tlnir  su|Hrvisinii.  I'n.m  the  knowlcilHV  thus 
gaimd.  :i  policy  has  been  put  in  operalimi  which  will,  it  is  liopcil,  if 
continued  for  a  few  years,  place  the  e.liualioiMl  facilities  of  the  new 
districts  on  a  lietter  hasis.  I'he  ciedilihle  ze.il  shown  Iiv  the  settlers 
to  give  their  ehil.lren  the  iHiiehl  of  a  yood  practical  education  will  he 
stimulated  by  the  Deparllllent  in  every  reaM, liable  wav.  Some  of  th,- 
steps  already  taken  in  behalf  of  the  school  ..i-tei;;  in  the  new  ilistrids 
may  he  here  bricHy  sniiiiiiarized : 

A  .Xormal  School  of  special  character  is  beiiii;-  erect. ■(!  in  Xi.rlh 
liay  to  train  teachers  for  the  schools  of  the  northern  districts. 

.\  special  grant  has  been  made  toward  the  eslalilishment  of  a  tech- 
nical school  at  "^iiull  Ste.  Marie,  wlii-;,  is  an  important  industrial 
centre. 

(irants  are  being  made,  where  ahsohitely  necessarv.  toward  ll:i. 
cost  of  building  new  schools  in  |ilaces  where  the  >elllers  are  sliovin  to 
lie  unable  to  bear  the  whole  expense  themselves. 

.\ll  ilicrease'l  sui'.  is  beiiiL;  \,iled  to  esl.diliMi  nii;llt  schools  in  Miih 
places  and  under  ^ucli  con<litioii.,  as  the  Inspectors  ree.niiiiiend. 

-V  sum  is  being  paid  toward  the  cost  of  holding  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes, with  a  view  to  encouraging  this  important  factor  in  eihicati.jiial 
jiroi^ress. 

Increased  grants  will  he  made  this  year  toward  llie  coii^olidaliou 
of  -schools,  to  aid  in  providing  means  f(,r  the  ciiiive\auce  of  pupils  to 
central  points.
